told in a m atter of fact voice, how he 
obtained perm it for 8,000 cases OTI 
H ayner whiskey, paid out $173,000 to 
do this and personally m ade 190,000. 
Charging that he paid in paym ents of 
$11,200 and $15,000, a total of $173,- 
000 to Attorney B arnett,-U ngerleider 
also connected up Joshua E. Russell, 1 
form er prohibition director of Ohio 
and Merle 
B. 
Copeland, 
his 
chjef 
aide, with the conspiracy. 
It was 
not direct testim ony, however, bac 
conversation he claim s to have had 
w ith B arnett in which the nam es of 
R ussell and Copeland were brought 
-out. 
•‘B arnett told me th at if his party 
was appointed he would be able to ob­ 
ta in large w ithdraw al perm its. 
I was 
.told ‘his ’flirty was Russell,’ ” Unger-

F irst Sergeant John P. Manley, of 
Cincinnati, O'., for gallantry at San­ 
tiago, Cuba, and Major Edward F. Boll 
D etroit, Mich., for gallantry at San

MELLON SAYS GREAT 
BRITAIN RESTORED 
BY PAYING ITS DEBTS

Other Countries Want Bet­ 
ter Terms For Debt 
Funding. 


Washington, June 2.—Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Mellon 
does not believe it will ever be 
possible for France and other 
European nations to re-establish 
their credit, 'stabilize their cur­ 
rency and return to^ the gold 
standard, as has Great Britain, 
without funding their seven bil­ 
lion dollars of indebtedness to 
the United States. 
This statem ent was made at the 
treasury today in the course of a J 
discussion of the international Anan-J 
cm l situation as it affects the foreign 
debts of this governm ent.

considers the funding of her $4,600 - 
000.000 debt to the

as a big asset in getting back to tho

Chicago, June 2— Severe elec­ 
trical storms were sweeping the 
midwest today bringing in re­ 
lief from the first real torrid 
weather of the season which yes­ 
terday claimed victims in a score 
of cities as thermometers climb­ 
ed into the nineties. 
Four were dead in Chicago 
proper as a result of the hottest 
June I in history, making a total 
of six heat'deaths since Sunday. 
Yesterdays maxi mum here was 
92.2, reached at 4:30 p. rn. but 
today started more auspiciously 
with the thermometers hovering 
around eighty and the weather 
bureau 
predicted 
that 
there 
would be little if any rise dur­ 
ing the day. 
The 
thunderstorm s 
c r a s h i n g 
through the hot, dry air in the wake 
of the heat, also w e re taking their 
toll of human life and property dam ­ 
age.

A previous suggestion to A ttorney , 
General C. C. Crabbo that the John j 
Bryan case involving constitutional­ 
ity of the C alvert act be taken to the J 
Franklin County 
Court x of 
Appeals j 
and the Ohio Suprem e Court for final ■ 
determ ination of the validity of the 
law, was renewed by Governor Vie 
Donahey Monday.

“father.” also the “mother, ' of the 1,250 children assembled 
there, wants the youngsters to be fulls/ educated, and edu­ 
cation, be believes, involves an acquaintance with the life 
of the world and of the community around them that can 
only be derived from the newspapers. 
Therefore he wants 
the children under his care to read the newspapers and to 
get the habit of such reading. 


Mr. Adams disagrees 
entirely 
with the parents and 
tearhers who are afraid their children and pupils will b« 
influenced to evil by the stories of crime published in tho 
papers—as if reports cf crime were the only things pub­ 
lished, and as if normally intelligent and well-trained chil­ 
dren would not be 
influenced 
against it by the stories of 
vicious conduct rather than impelled to imitate. 
T wo crim­ 
inal events to which more space has been given in the 
American press than any others in the last year or so took 
place not so very far from Mooseheart. 
One was the trag­ 
edy at Herrin, the other the deliberate and unprovoked mur­ 
der in Chicago by two boys of a younger lad. 
It is not 
likely that the Mooseheart boys will engage in mob violence 
and savage slaughter of their neighbors when they grow up 
a* a result of knowing of the horrors of Herrin or that they 
will be moved to kill schoolmates for the mere sake of kill­ 
ing because of reading of what occurred in Chicago and of 
the fate of the young criminals. 


Children 
who 
grow to maturity in this or any other 
country must and do learn from one source, if not anohter 
that crime and viqg do exist in the world and all around 
them. 
They must know these things for their own protec­ 
tion. and nowhere can they learn them with less harm to 
themselves than from toe calm, unbiased narration of facts 
by reputable newspapers. 
The superintendent of Moose­ 
heart thinks there is so much in a newspaper of interest and 
value, so rn ".cli useful information, so many stories of brav­ 
ery, sacrifice, great deeds, so many inspiring ideas and such 
human sympathy that it can not safely be missed as a part 
of a liberal education. 
He is right in every particular- 
lf 
the people who want, or profess to want, records of berime 
omitted from papers, or at least kept off the front page and 
hidden in some obscure corner, would devote themselves to 
an enumeration of the commendable reading matter in the 
column* they would find the space given to crime small in 
comparison.

General C. C. Crabbe that tho John ! 
Bryan case involving constitutional- | 
tty of the C alvert act be taken to the , 
Franklin County 
C ourts of 
Appeals i 
and the Ohio Suprem e Court for final < 
determ ination of the validity of the J 
law, was renewed by Governor Vie 
Donahey Monday. 
The John Bryan farm , near Y el-1 
low Springs, was accepted for the I 
state by the m easure, despite a pro-J 
vision in the bequest which forbade j 
any sort of public religious w orship j 
upon the acreage. 
The m easure was 
passed over the governor’s veto two 
years ago and the Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court held the law to | 
be valid. 
A ttorney General C rabbed determ ­ 
ination not to prosecute the case on 
pry nr is noted by Governor Donahey, 
Igfco declared th at as governor, he 
ffn n o t pretend to pass upon the law 
and 
th a t 
the 
Ohio 
Council 
of 
Churches, a t whose Teeniest he acted 
cannot have th e law tested. 
Gover­ 
nor Donahey m aintains however, that 
upon a question of such im portance, 
the judgm ent of more than one judge 
A ould be^)btained. 
The 
John 
Bryan 
farm again be­ 
c a m e the center of controversy be­ 
tw een A ttorney General Crabbe and 
th e governor when the form er sent 
an answ er 
to the 
chief 
executive 
contending he did not intend to “play 
politics." 
“The m atter is of im portance,” con­ 
tinued the governor, “n o t only be­ 
cause of the in stan t case, but because 
it may become a precedent for future 
donors of property to the state. 
Cer­ 
tainly, also it is a case for great 
general and public in terest and for 
th a t reason th e case can be prose­ 
cuted to the court, of la st reso rt and 
the people of Ohio will feel m uch bet­ 
ter to have the final voice on so im ­ 
portant a question. 
“W hatever the policy of your office 
ordinarily is or may be, and w ithout 
passing of the question of w hether 
the A ttorney General has anything to 
say about th e policy in a case w here 
the state is a party, I again request 
th a t you take steps to get the case 
for the state prom ptly and properly 
in the Court of Appeals. 
“The authority for so directing is in 
Section 333 of the Ohio General Code. 
The state is the party and certainly 
the governor, acting for the state, 
may say w hether th o case shall term ­ 
inate in one court o r proceed to a re­ 
viewing court.”
